At the August 25th Huron 
Township Board meeting the 
members hired Michelle 
Spodeck as the first Senior/ 
Recreation Director for the 
township. Treasurer Adkins 
advised the board he had 
received six applications and 
five agreed to be tested on their 
written skills and knowledge. 
Four of the five applicants 
agreed to the interview and the 
committee was impressed with 
all four. However, the nod went 
to Michelle and the board 
accepted her appointment by 
unanimous vote. 
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The vote to post the position 
was originally opposed by 
Trustee Glaab and Supervisor 
Glaab who voted against the 
motion to post and conduct the 
interviews. However, they 
voted for the appointment and a 
united board welcomed 
Michelle to her new position. 
She is a lifetime resident of the 
township and has a degree in 


Park and Recreation. Her start-. 


ing day was September Ist and 
her starting salary is $24,600. 


Ms. Spodeck thanked the 
board for the appointment and 
expressed her desire to take the 
program into a “positive direc- 
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tion for the new millennium.” 

Ms. Spodeck was also appoint- 
ed as the new Senior Alliance 
Representative for the community. 

The township attorney is to 
draw up an employee contract 
for agreement and signing. 

In other action the board 
appointed members to the 
newly formed Compensation 
Commission. This commission 
will meet to determine the 
compensation that is to be 
granted to the public officials 
as a salary. Prior to this com- 
mission, the salaries were 
based on a little-known or 
understood formula that tied 
the local official salaries with a 
percentage of the increase in 
compensation for judges. 

This commission will not 
decide the rate of compensation 











and perhaps this decision will 
reflect the standards of the 
community rather than some 
obscure formula. Since a par- 
ticular board cannot vote on 
their Own raises, any recom- 
mendations made by the com- 
mission must be acted on by 
the board prior to the end of 
their current term but not to 
take affect until after the start 
of their new terms of office. 
The members appointed 
were Ken Appleby, Michael 
Enright, Dan Dwyer, John 
Konkel and Leonardo Liparato. 
In another piece of township 
business, Treasurer Adkins 
submitted a resolution for 
adoption that would allow 
them to repair portions of the 
sidewalks in New Boston.

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Harlan Nathaniel “Casey” 
Clark of Royal Oak, Michi- 
gan, died on Saturday, August 
21, 1999. He was 81 years old. 

Casey was born in Soldier 
(Carter County), Kentucky, on 
July 24, 1918. He began work- 
ing in the field of country 
music at the age of 12, playing 
fiddle on radio station WSAZ 
in Huntington, West Virginia. 
During the next 65 years, his 
devotion to excellence made 
him one of the finest fiddlers 
in the genre. But Casey’s con- 
tributions to country music 
were not limited to perform- 
ing; he was also a well-known 
and respected disc jockey, 
band leader, and promoter, 
helping then-budding artists 
such as “Little” Jimmy Dick- 
ens, Jimmy Martin, Skeeter 
Davis, and Buddy Emmons 
take their first steps on the 
road to national fame. 

The Detroit area’s first 
exposure to Casey came in 
1945, when he became a mem- 
ber of WJR Radio’s five-piece 
“Goodwill Billies” band, along 
with Jerry Byrd, Ernie Lee, 
Red Maxedon, and Brownie 
Reynolds. Late,r he went on to 
become a DJat the station, 
doing weekday morning 
shows (5:05 to 6 a.m.) and 
afternoon shows (known as

“Town and Country”) in the 
mid 1950s.

Of all his accomplishments, 
Casey was probably most 
proud of his United Service 
Organization (USO) tours, when 
he and his band performed for 
US troops stationed overseas 
at locations such as 
Guantanamo Bay (Cuba), 
Puerto Rico, Panama, South 
Korea, Okinawa, and Guam. 

Casey received numerous 
awards throughout his lengthy 
career; among the most note- 
worthy were the “Michigan 
Country Music Pioneer” 
award and the Michigan Comm- 
unity Music Alliance “Legend 
of Country Music” award.
